22 Auguet i945 . Factory investigated by Soviet officers. 


25 August 1945 - Fastory Investigated for second time by Soviet 
officers, At this meeting factory rapredentativesa of the Mukden 
Machine Factery, Manshu Eleotric Wire Gompany, and the Fuji Eleetriec 
Company were told te attend a meeting with Soviet officere. ‘The 
Soviets issued orders ne cooperate with them 
(the Soviets} in the check-up of potential production and inven 
tories (finished and rew materials), stating that the factorles 
Were to resume operation shortly, During the first week in September 
HOO completed electric motors, with accessories, ranging from 4 te 
& H.P., were loaded on seein’ ChI°S 4 
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21 September 1945 = A Colonel Petro with 250 Soviet soldiers set up 
billets in the factory. 


22 Beptember 1945 = All factory workers were ordered to report for 
work, and the removal of machinery was started. 

7O Seviet soldiers helped in the removal. Ali machinery that was 
in operable condition was crated, The machines were processed in 
the following manner: 


2, O%1 and grease were applied to all. exnosed narte. 

2 2, The machines were then taped with empire cloth and 
the cloth was waterproofed, (Empire cloth is a heavy 
cloge-woven cotton cloth.) . 

3. Sturdy crates were then built around the machines, 


Original assembly drawinga were then packed with the machines, and 
all crates vere given code numbers, These numbers were then recorded 
on @ master assembly list. All factory “Layout" dravings, tools, 
jigs and fixtures were crated and removed,

All electric power transforming equipment except three 

auxiliary transformere each 30 KVA. 

Complete teating equipment, including two sets of 3° RW 
_ generators (teating) and one 100,000 V transformer (testing) 

ALL meters and indicators, 

Two overhead cranes 

Three boilers 

Complete assembly and construction equipment.

The machines taken during the_first section of the removal were ; 
the best pieces of equipment. were called 


upon to select machines that could be use or repairing other 
machines when they reached their destination, Ali change gears 
were packed with the machinery. The packing was done with great 
care ahd the devarturée date was kept secret. 


Large machines which could not be’ loaded as a unit vere disassem- 
bled and packed in several crates, but no relative marks were 
put on the crates, This would make reassembly rather difficult. 


Special stcel stocks, which were kept in the factory atorerooms 
according to their grades and sizes, were loaded in freight vars 
with no attempt at separation of grades. . 


Good machines were given priority. The last freight cars to be 
leaded contained damaged machines and miscellaneous equipment, 
The compressor and other equipment from the electric sub-station 
were some of the last unite to be moved, 


The Soviets also took all machine and factory layout drawings.

The purpose of the removals was to equip the proposed nev 
factories in Soviet Russia (Chita area 113-30,52+06). The 
destination of the machinery, however, Was PORT AN THUR 
note: This arsenal machinery could have been sent to Port 
Arthur with the idea of setting up a Soviet arsenal in the 
Port Arthur Naval Base, 


Where machines within the factory could not be easily re~ 
moved, the Soviets destroyed them vith explosive 


The removals took nlace during 23 September to 5 November 1945 
and from December 1945 to March 1946, <All machinery wos very 
carefully processed end crated before it was shipped. During the 
period of December 1945 and March 1946, the Chinese Communists 
were allowed to remove 17 machines.

The whereabouts of the machinery and equipment removed from 
Manchuria by the coviets, still remains in obseurity. “eb it 

is known thst the Seviets were enfesnvoring to be self sufficient 
both econorically and militarily; that the various construction 
works within the country were interrupted by the war with ermany; 
and that Mar castern Siberia (industrially) has always been of 
prime importance to the Soviets, so fairly sceurate presunption 
eon be made that the larger part of the mechinery has been sent 

to equip the numerous ‘Kombinats’ (combined enterprises} in 
hastern Siberia. 
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In 1936, in the north coastal provinee centering around 
ROKSOMOLSK (126-55,50=33) the enterprise known as the 

"Anur Stalistroi Heavy Industries] Area! was established, 

in Khabarovsk Province there was the "Burustrod Combined
